A most interesting lecture was given 
before the Alumnae Society of Roya! 
Victoria College yesterday afternoon 
by Mrs. R. W. Reford. Having spent 
e!irhteen months In war work In Eng- 
land, Mrs. Reford was well able to 
deal with every phrase of the work 
among' women. 

English women arc now living their 
lives to the fullest. For the most pan 
untrained, they have, through the war, 
found their true sphere In national 
service. They willingly accept tht 
humblest work, submitting to a dis- 
cipline which la almost military in 
character, because they were unfitted 
for more important positions. 

One will find a great many instances 
where two or three families will live 
together under one roof, economising 
thus in labour and money, and allow- 
ing some members of the families to 
give the time thus saved, to war 
wcrk. There are two prime necessi- 
ties to be considered if we are to win 
this war — millioiiH of men, and billions 
of money— and these can only be ob- 
tolned through the one thing— sacrl- 
rce. 

Leaders of women's organizations 
have said, in answer to questions 
which have been put to them, that 
the vote is not in the minds of the 
wi men of England to-day— liberty and 
(I'.mocracy come first in the heart.<< 
cf Britishers. Duty comes before 
Rights; women have dared to dc- 
r.iand, and they can also give to the 
Lttermost. 

Since the commencement of the war 
there have been 3ti2,0OO more women 
workers in Kngland. Of this number, 
2C3,000 replace men who have Kt'iie to 
the front. Women of all (lasses are 
waiting to register, and they are wili- 
Irn to work where they can give th ■ 
best service to their country. In Lon- 
don there are six Institutions which 
give a technical course of six weeks 
which fits a woman to enter factory 
life. These schools are run exactly 
like a factory, with night and day 
shifts. Since the outbreak of war wo- 
men workers have become so effi- 
ci.'nt that they can make a maxim min 
with the exception of four and one- 
he. if hours' in the fitting room, which 
ii dtpiie l'y men. 

Hiiffets and canteens for soldiers 
and sailors are stationed at different 
parts of the large cities, and these 
are conducted entirely by voluntary 
aid, and by women. They are under 
War Office regulations and are sub- 
ject to Inspection by the military au- 
thorities. 

There are 30,000 trained nurses In 
the military and Red Cross Hospitals 
ill KnglamI, and 70,000 V. A. D.s, miuI 
of the trained nurses, 10.000 pive their 
services enlirely witluuil reniiinciu- 
tion. The voluntary aid workers, who 
had no Instruction In nursing, can be 
found In any hospital as housekeepers, 
cooks, kitchen-maids, ward-maids, 
smllery-malds, bookkeepers and clerks. 
Homes have been given, without a 
thought, for Convalescent Hospitals. 
I'ersonal inconvenience Is not taken 
Inti account; nothing Is too good to 
give, nothing Is too much to do, for 
the furthering of our cause. The War 
Office and the Government are doing 
everything in their power to secure 
maximum results with a minimum ex- 
pense of time, labour, money, and 
men. 

In the manufacture of such things 
an steel helmets, women who are not 
strong eiiouuli for actual munitions 
wi.rk ran he used— and they have 
proved quite efficient. Women chauf- 
fi urs, who are usually their own me- 
chanics, are used in all branches of 
war work. In the agricultural sphere 
there are not as many educated wo- 
men as In other work, because of the 
Inconvenient housing conditions found 
In rural districts'. This question of 
working the land Is one of the most 
difficult that England has to face at 
the present time. 

We In (Canada do not realize the 
great sacrifice that officers In the 
lirltish army, and their families have 
to make. The British Government 
fnake no separation allowance to the 
families of their officers, so that when 
war broke out much distress arose 
among the families of officers who 
had no private Income, and depended 
on the government pay for susten- 
ance. A society and fund has been or-

'10. of the Iloyal Army Medical I'lirjis. for distingiiisheil service In charge of an advanced 
dreHsIng st;itli'n In the recent fighting on the Somme front. Lieut. f;ilmour is Medieal offieer of the 16th Royal 
Scots, a bntt^ilion of n famous lirltish regiment which lias seen considerable heavy fightinR in the operations 
which have been carried on this aiitwinn. 

('apt. Ollmour has been in unlfnnn since war (vas declared. That event found him engaged in practice In 
Australia nfier a period as medical superintendent of the Children's Memorial Hospital In this dty. Capt. Gll- 
mour Immediately crossed to South Africa, and tlierb enlisted aa a trooper in Oeneral Botha's cavabT operat- 
ing against the German colonies. Upon the eoippletlon of ttiis campaign, in which he suffered much hardship, 
''apt. Ollmour went to Bngland, and there took out a commission in the Royal Army Médical Corp». He trained 
In England, and finally went to France with the Iwttallon already mentioned. He has been In France for up- 
wards of a year. 

In the early stages of the Somme offensive, Capt. Ollmour condiictod his advanced dressing station with such 
devotion to duty that he was promoted, and It is evidently l>ecause of further gailantry that he has been awardeil 
the Military Cross.

In the inaugural address of the new president of Dartmouth col- 
lege cue gets a clear indication of the effect of the war abroad upon 

They, liko men of other callings, 
ïealize that an era has closed and a new one has opened, and that col- 
leges and universities, like states, trade guilds, and chambers of 
commerce, must be prepared to ndjust ihcmsclvos to new standards, 

to new social ilemands and duties, and to a more disciplined existence, ji iver, wtiich is « tr;>n.siti..i 
Indeed, if there is oue note more than another that character- -[;^^^,'|;,,^^'';;;^"^"' ;'J|;j,^''''_^^^ 
izea President Hopkins' sure-footed, sensible, yet bracing atlilress as fe»t, wrr. . x.unim d a.s in the other 
he takes the helm, it is that which calls for action, but action under 
orders, and in behalf of the many of the state.

opposition to a theory of student residence and life, often sanctioned civa sand, containing sheii» of saxi- 
by parents and by alumni, that emphasizes rights and not duties, stu- 
dent comfort and not student toil, and that minimizes the necessity of 
strict terms of admission and retention. So far as this policy has a 
theory of it is individualistic and laissez faire ; and for it Dartmouth 
■will have no use, whether taught or practiced. If, to meet a world 
demand for strong men equal to the new needs, the college must ad- 
just its methods and ideals, it intends to do it, not by going on to- 
ward license, but by retreating toward liberty under law. It intends 
to have students who work and who obey. Just as scholars the world 
over must cease being carpingly critical and become constructively ser- 
'viceable, so the student world, and especially the American, must ad- 
just itself to new standards of obedience and to new conformities. 
The days of lax evasion of obligations are over, for faculty and for 
piqpils. 

Dartmouth is quite a likely place for such a deliverance to be 
Inade.

The plateaus of the mountains beyond 
were regular during the glacial period, 
being covered with an ice sheet of a 
mile or more in thickness. At that 
time the climate was much like that 
of the Arctic region is today. This 
plateau, however,, has been since worn 
down very irregular, due to the pro- 
ceBBes of erosion. 

This same Ice sheet pushed alonK 
with it a certain 'amount of debris, 
which Is known as "boulder clay." 
During the glacial period, the land 
here subsided, due to the enormous 
[pres. ire of the Ice crust, and, after 
the reccdence of the Ice, the surface 
again arose. 

The party now climbed the ascent to 
the "Schrtne," and went I.om there a 
short distance west to what is popu- 
larly termed the "Devil's Qarden," oc- 
ciipying an area of about fifty acres, 
and containing boulder deposits and 
showing two distinct sea ridges.

The death of one ot McOlll's prom- 
Inrnt praduutcs occurred yesterday 
mornini; at four o'clock, in the person 
of Mr. Justice Dunlop, who graduated 
It. Luw In 1860. He was a Judge of 
tit Supeiior fourt of (Jufbii', and 
oi the Admiralty Division of the Ex- 
chequer Court of Canada. Ilia sudden 
death yesterday morntng, at lUs resi- 
dence, 299 Peat, straat, waa a great 
shock to hla colleaguea, and deep re- 
gret waa expreaaed among them. Mr. 
Ju&tice Dunlop had been 111 only since 
Saturday, when he was stricken with 
an attack of acute Indigestion. 

Aa Judtfc of the Admiralty Court, 
Mr. JuHtlce Dunlop sat on many 
liiRhly Important cases. The mn.'sl 
fMmi>ii9 of tht'Si' In recpnt years was 
the KniprosH-.'^turstad case.

Mr. .lust Ice John Dunlop was born 
at Clobcr, Sterlingsliiri', Scotland, and 
was the third son of Alexander Dunlop. 
He was educated at ISdlnburgh Acad- 
emy, and at Edinburgh University, 
where he studied for five years under 
I'rofessora Sir William Hamilton, 
William Bdmondstoune Aytoun, Bd- 
ward Forbea, and Pillans, the most 
famous Scottish educators ot that 
day. He came to Canada in 1S5T, and 
took up the study of law In the of- 
fices of Messrs. A. ami \V. llobert- 
im, of .Montreal. He followed the 
iw course at McUill University at 
lu- same time, and graduated with 
i.noiirs as B.lM.., In 18S0. He waa 
(Imltted to the Har of thi' I'ruvlnce 
if Quebec in 1^61, and took up the 
practice of hla profession in Mont- 
real, tister ha formed a partnership 
«Uh Mr. F. S. Lyman, K.C., which 
vas continued until Mr, Dunlop's ale- 
• ation to the Bench. 

Mr. Dunlop built up an extensive 
practice, and won recognition as a 
'master of law. He was created a 
icing's Counsel in 188», and In 1891-2 
I.e was unanimously elected Uaion- 
nler of the Bar of Montreal. An 
..uthority on municipal law. he was 
fur many years the solicitor for tho 
I'own ot Westmount. He declined a 
iidgeshlp In 189:'. In 1895 he was a 
member of the Commission appointed 
Li) enuuire Into the syatem of examin- 
ing candidates for admission to the 
Uar. 

: On May 6, 1904, he waa appointed 
■a Judge on the Superior Court of the 
I Province of Quebeo. Two years later 
he received the appointment of Deputy 
; Local Judge of the Admiralty of the 
ilixchequer Court of Canada. He wa." 
held in high respect as a careful and 
uniformly courteous Judge, being not- 
ed for his patience, his minute study 
of every case that came before him. 
and for the impartiality and Indepen- 
Idence which marked Ills Judgments. 
A;, JuilRe In Admiralty, he rendered 
."plenfliil service, his decisions In this 
capacity being recognised aa models 
of clearness and penetration In the 
cases which came up for Judgment. 

Mr. Justice Dunlop married Miss 
Kleanor Bellhouse, daughter of the 
late David Bellhouse, In 1963. Mrs. 
Dunlop died In 1909. The late Mr. 
Justice Dunlop leaves two sons, John 
Hamilton Dunlop, K.C., advocate, of 
the firm of Lyman and Dunlop, of 
Montreal: un<l C 1*. O. Dunlop, en- 
gineer, and three daughters, Mar- 
garet, Mly and Kuphemle, the latter 
being the wife of Dr. Gordon Cum- 
niing, residing In British Columbia. 

Mr. Justice t.>unlop waa in religion 
a Presbyterian, and In polltlos was 
known aa a moderate Liberal before 
his appointment as Judge. Ha was a 
member ot the Mount Royal, the 
:..ontreal, and the University Clubs, 
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('.ill boys still hail none to their credit. 
The third period was fairly even, 
M. S. C. got two more, and O'Brien 
ariit the ball Into the net for McQlll's 
only score . MacNamea got three ot 
M. 8. C'a five goals. 

Although the aeora shews a decisive 
Nictory for M. S. C, It must not be 
fuigotten that the McQlll men went 
Into the game without any previous 
team practice whatever. There were 
several new men no the McCilll line- 
up, while the other team waa cjulli 
experienced, and eon quently play- 
c:I very well tugetlier.

iBoidentally Briagi in Kemarkable 
Facta About the Btruoture 
and Uie of Oiyitali. 



Dr. Barnes gave a very interesting 
account of recent researches on the 
nature of X rays, before the Mcdlll 
Chemistry Society yesterday. These ! 
researches incidentally resulted In giv- 
inf; us a method of investigating the 
Rlriicture of crystals. 

The speaiter reviewed our knowledge 
of X rays up to a few years ago. The 
theories ns to the nature of X rays 
had given rise to quite a controversy, 
l oiarizatlon and velocity esperlmenU 
gi ( med to show that X rays were tight 
vibrations. Consideration of the ener- 
gy ot X rays on the <Aher hand, point- 
ed to a material character. In Itll 
Dr. Laue, at the University ot Zurich, 
succeeded in prodnclng Interference 
phenomena, using a crystal as dif- 
fraction grating. Dr. Barnes illustrat- 
e-', by means of lantern slides, how 
such a throe dimensional grating would 
work.

In the course of a letter published 
in the Minnesota Daily by I'rof.

STRENGTH OF AN EGG. 

Few people are aware of the won- 
crful provision made by nature to 
. ' otect against breakage the egg of 
. bird by the use of the arch. 

The fact that no man, no matter 
!;ow strong he may be. Is able to 
break a sound hen's egg, by squeez- 
ing It between his hands, applying 
Iht- pressure according to the axis of 
the egg, is not commonly known. 

By experiment It was shown that 
brown eggs are stronger than white 
très, and broke under a pressure of 
about ir.5 pounds. White egg.<i broke 
under an average pressure of 112V» 
pounds. The shells, when measured, 
were found to l)e from .018 to .014 Inch 
thick. Home Idea may be formed of 
the enormous strength provided by 
nature when it is considered that tho 
average diameter of eggs Is 1% Inches.
